REMARKS 
‘On the Constitutionality of the Embargo. 


THE embargo has been denounced as 
an unconstitutional measure. Though the 
contrary has not, so far as we know, been 
proved; yet as itis daily asserted, it may 
not be amiss to consider it a little more 
closely than has been customary in the 
newspapers, in reference to the constitu- 
tion. 
In the light of a precedent, the measure 
ought, perhaps, to be viewed as the less a- 
Jarming, because it was not promulged un- 
der the sanction of deliberate legislative au- 
thority. A majerity of congress * would 
not deliberate, they would act.” And it 
was less to be feared that the constitution 
should fall a victim to the blindness of their 
_ confidence in the executive, than to those 
hostile intentions, which a more deliberate 
adoption of the measure would more une- 
quivocally have imputed to them. That 
imputation has thus been left to fix on the 
executive. 
‘the legitimate and peculiar guardian of the 
constitution, no plea can avert the censure 
of extreme delinquency. ‘The constitution 
has been assailed at least through their 
passive instrumentality. Between them, 
indeed, and the executive, the bones of this 
anatomy of the body politic had been alrea- 
dy repeatedly broken and dislocated; but 
the embargo has given itan universal shock, 
which threatens, eventually, its entire de- 
rangement. 
We co not controvert the right of con- 
gress, under come circumstances end for a 
limited time, to lay an embargo. That 
they have sucha right is undeniable. But 
we do controvert their right to invest the 
executive with a discretionary power of re- 
pealing, or suspending, or continuing such 
&lewetpleasure. A rieht wodo this would 
he aright to infringe a fundamental princi- 
ple of the constitution. It would be aright 
of confounding: in the executive organ the 
40 executive and legislator.— 
W hevens itis a nice object of that charter 
oi our Liberties, and one upon whose com- 
pete accomplishincnt and preservation 
those liberties are hinged, to preserve these 
functions distinct aud inucpendent of each 
ether. The people have never conferred 

on their representatives the right of vest- 

- Ing the executive with a power of legisla- 
tng in their stead. ‘The constitution con- 
fers no such right. “ All legislative pow- 
ers herein granted shall be vested in a se- 
nate and house of representatives.” These 
are the first words of the constitution. The 
power, therefore, which has been once de- 
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legated by the people to their representa- 
tives, is not to be again delegated by the 
latter to the president. To this enormous 
stretch of legislative prerogative, this no- 
vel species of monarchical representation 
by a deputy of deputies, the people should 
beware how they submit. 

If it be objected to this argument, that 
the constitution appears to countenance the 
addition of a legislative to the executive 
power in the president, by making the sanc- 
tion of his approbation requisite, in ordina- 
ry cases, to an act of the legislaturs having 
the force of alaw; the answer to such ob- 
jection is easy. The constitutional power 
of the president in the legislature is mere- 
ly nega‘ive. It is only a power of with- 
holding his assent. Instead of being an 
auxiliary, as the objection supposes, it is 
designed, on the contrary, to operate as a 
check on the supreme legislative authority. 
Should congress be, at any time, as the na- 
tion has seen they can be, disposed, by a 
spirit of faction or some other cause, to a- 
dopt measures unfriendly to the public wel- 
fare ; in such case the president may, and 
will, if not influenced by the same cause, 
interpose his negative, or, which is the 
same, withhold his assent, and thus possi- 
bly frustrate the adoption of such measures, 
by leaving it to depend on a degree of cor- 
rupt unanimity, not common among the 
representatives of a virtuous people. But 
then so very jealous is the constitution of 
the exercise of a power by the executive, 
which even has the appearance of being le- 
gislative; that this negative power itself 
can prevail only ageinst a limited majority 
of less than two thirds of the legislature. 
‘Lhe objection therefore, far from invalida- 
ting, evidently corroborates, our argument. 

There is another objection which I am 
afraid it may be more difficult to obviate. 
For all the prejudices of the reader will be 
enlisted on its side. The objection res:s 
‘on the credit of an example left us in the 
reign of Washington. Good and glorious 
as his pein was, it could net be wholly un- 
affected by what was yoing forward on the 
other side of the Atlantic. The tempest 
which had lenz gloomed over the west had 
now burst in the east. Its thunders re- 
verberating across the waters, had again 
reached ourears. Jupiter, it is truc, had 
not yet plinted his throne on the neck of 
continental Furope. He had not yct me- 
nacingly displayed his bolts to cur view, as 
he now does, by the flashing of his light- 
ning over our heads. But France had com- 
menced a system of commercial pillaging 
and depredation, in which she was of course 
imitated by her great antagonist, and in 
pursuance of which the immense spclia- 
tions committed on American trade, had e- 
vinced the necessity of prompt and extra- 
ordinary measures for its security. Ap 
embargo was deemed the most adyiseable ; 
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was accordingly imposed; but only for the 
limited time of thirty days. Congress 
however thought proper to pass a law au- 
thorizing the president tocontinue it thirty 
days longer, if, in his discretion, he should 
judge it expedient; otherwise to su»pend 
it in the mean tinc. This is the example 
to which we referred. Its authority is cer- 
tainly imposing. We believe, neverihe- 
less, that it will be found impossible to e- 
rect an objection upon it, sufficiently pow- 


erful tooverthrow the preceding argument ; _ 


though perhaps it may be possible to forii- 
fy that argument still more strongly before 
we shall have done. At present the reader 
will take notice that the example alledged 
is not strictly in point. The Embargo of 
°94 was laid under positive and definite re- 
strictions. Its continuance was limited to 
a precise and that a short term. Mr. Jef- 
ferson’s embargo is laid without restriction 
or limitation. The former was necessary 
to rescue our commercial resources from 
actual, imminent, and extreme dangers, 
The latter, imposed from no such necessity, 
has served only to deprive us of the use of 
thosc resources. ‘The reader will observe 
too, that the same contrast which appears 
between the original law laying th= embar- 
go in ‘94, and that laying the existing em- 
bargo, appears likewise between the two 
subsequent special acts empowering Wash- 
ineton and Jefferson, respectively, to sus- 
pend those laws. ‘The act of ’94, like the 
previous embargo law itself, expired, by an 
express provision, within a single month 
after its passage. The act now in force, 
like the existing embargo law, was passed 
with no provision for its expiration within 
any specified time. We do not advert to 
these circumstances as affording a pretence 
for excusing, under a good adinintstration, 
what we condemn under a bad. Altho’ the 
act authovizine Washineton to revoke with- 
in a given time athis ciscretion the embar- 
vo luv of ’94, was itself, in principle; a de- 
parture “from the constitution; yet it was 
more than excused, it was justified, for it 
was domamied, by the eritical sitnation of 
And, if this had not been the case, 
there cold have been no very strong obyec- 
tion to the ect, unless on the ground of its 
being liable to be drawn into precedent on 
pretcnce of justifying future acts of a simi- 
lar nature, when there should exist no oth- 
er pretence for them, end when the pow- 
eis Urey should confer might endanger the 
public welfare. For, to Washington it 
might have been safe to have intrusted eny 
power. He was a man of great experience, 
of judgment, talents, and of incorruptible 
integrity : capable of executing any trust, 
of abusing none. Aut this, unhappily, can- 
uot be truly said of all his successors. It 
can be ne reason for confiding in the talents, 
the fidelity or the diseretion of Mr. Jeffer- 
son. This gentleman ghould- not be trust- 
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ed farther than, through the prevalence of 
delusion, the constitution has trusted him. 
And if the fact were. otherwise, siidb there 
Was No cause to warrant the ingpésition of 
#n embargo at this conjuncture, amd of. 
course None te excuse, much lessto jusiily 
the unconstitutional act empowering him 


- to revoke or continue it at pleasure ; for on 


these grounds we think it may be safely 
concluded that no objection “an stand on 
the example in gliestion against the argu- 
ment which has been advanced to prove 
that this act is unconstitutional ; but on the 
contrary, that any attempt to plead the pre- 
cedency of that example in justification of 
this act, -would bea strong argument in 
our favour ; as it would «how the dange- 
rous facility with which this act itself, and 
others still more exceptionable, may be 
brought, successively, into authoritative 
precedents, until by advancing from the li- 
c of one innovation to the projection 
of ‘alietheri liberty and the constitution 
should fall together. 

There is a third objection to be consider- 
ed, upon which some persons have insisted 
with much confidence. It is founded ona 
wretched verbal quibbic. It is conceded 
by such persons that it would have been 
highly dangerous and unconstitutional to 
have given the president a power of reficai- 
dag the Embargo ; but this is denied of his 
being empowercd to suspend it. A won- 
derful instance of the cflicacy of sounds! 
Can they who deny this show wherein the 


Jatter is not as completely a legislative pow- 


eras the former? Can they tell us what 
single effect could flow from a repeal of 
that law. which would not, for the time be- 
ing, ow equally from its suspension? Or 
can they explain how the effects of either 
should be more or less dangerous or uncon- 
stitutional in one case than the other, mere- 
ly because, ifthe law rere repealed, it would 
require a future legislative act to revive it, 
whereas if suspended, the provision for - its 
revival is supposed already to exist? If 
they can do none of these, then where is 
the difference between a power of repeal- 
ing and a power of suspending, so far as ei- 
ther can affect the Constitution, but in 
-mere sound? ’Tis vain to allege the differ- 
ence of time in their operation. The dispute 
‘is only about the principle. ‘dhe question 
is. has Congress a riht, in any case, of de- 
puting to the executive a legislative power? 
Ifanswered in the affirmative, the question 
then will he, why, upon principle, may not 
such a power be so deputed for six years, 
as well.as for six months; and why not ex- 
tende:l to every liw, #3 well as to the Em- 
bargo? Further, if Courress has this right, 
which we deny, of giving to the executive 
a power of legislation ;. we might ask like- 
wise, why not equally a right of assuming 
to itself che power of the executive ? With 
owhat reason can it be pretended, that the 
Constitution would be violated by this as- 
sumption of the executive power by the lc- 
ire; any more than by the conjunction 
of this and the legislative power in the ex- 
ecutive? ; 


“Mf the advocates of Cac Embargo are una- 
ble fairly to auswer these questions, let 
them own their mistake, or re- 
nounce the Constitution. One or the other 

they must do, or be grossly inconsistent. 


























If they contend for the constitutionality of 
superadding a legislative to the executive 
power in the same organ, they contend for 
just eli that ever crowned the ambition of a 
/usurper with the power ofan arbitrary ty- 
rant. Andit is incumbent on them to prove 
that this is not preciscly what they contend 
for, in principle, when they maintain, that 
conferring on the executive a power of ar 
resting the operation of the laws at pleasure, 
is no uiringement of the Constitution. 

There is another lizht in which the Em- 
bargo is to be viewed relatively to the Con- 
stitution ; but having already extended our 
remarks to considerable length, we shall 
permit the reader to rest a while, and re- 
serve the exhibition of it ia that light to a- 
nether occasion.

What does Mr. Jefferson mean by “ real 
citizens ?”” Does he mean to say, that all 
those who co not “approve” the embargo, 
ure not “ real citizens {’’ Such is the plain 
import of his language. And does the pre- 
sident believe that such an attempt to de- 
nounce every man 2s an alicn and an out- 
law who does not choose to think like him, 
will be well received by the American peo- 
ple? If he does, he may rest assured he is 
deceived.

PROTEST. 

By this Public Instrument end Declara- 
tion of Protest be it known and made mani- 
fest to all whom it doth or may concern, 
‘That on this second day of September in 
the year of our Lord one thonsand eight 
hundred and eight, before me George W. 
Strong, a public notary in and for the State 
of New-York,duly commissioned and sworn, 
residing in the city of New-York. personal- 
ly came and appeared David Petty, master 
and commander of the schooner Speedy of 
Brookhaven, whobeing by me duly sworh 
upon the Holy Evangelists, did depose, pro- 
test and say, ‘Shat on the nineteenth day 
August last past, he was sailing in the sais 
schooner on the south side of Long-Islan¢, 
bound fromNew-York to Moriches in Brook- 
haven, and when opposite Gilgo Gut le 
was fired at and brought too by Gun-Bo2 
No. 40, commanded by James Renshaw, 
who sent a barge on board the deponents 
schooner, and after exemining her permit 
ted her to proceed on her voyage. ‘th 
after she had proceeded about one mile to 
the windward he was again fired at end com- 
pelled to bear away and come uncer the lee 
of the gun-boat, when the commander Ge- 
manded the deponent to come on board and 
pilot him into Fire-Island inlet, which the 
deponent consented to do for ten collars ; 
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would be damned if he would give him ten 
cents,” and added that ifthe deponent did 
not obey, his schr. should not be permitted 
to leave the gunboat. Whereupon the de- 
ponent presisted in his refusal, the said 
commander sent his barge on board the 
schooner, with orders to take by force the 
deponent or one of his men out of the 
schooner and bring him on board the gun- 
boat. That the deponent was thereby com- 
pelled without his consent, to leave his own 
vessel and go on board the gun-boat, where 
he was kept and detained three days. That 
not being able to beat up to Fire Inlet, they 
were obliged to go into Gilpo Gut, with the 
navigation of which the deponent was total- 
ly unacquainted, and on his rnentioning that 
circumstance to the commander, was told 
by him “that ifhe, the deponent run the 
eun-boat aground, he should be shot.” 
‘Shat having passed the gut in safety, and 
the gun-boat anchored in the Bay, the de- 
ponent was on the following day, by the or- 
ders of the said commander, fut in irons 
with handcuffs on his wrists and shackles on 
fis legs and kept so in Jrons for one whole 
day and night, during which time he had 
very little refreshments and was treated 
with much abuse by the said commander.— 
And the deponent did further protest and 
swear that he knows of no reason for such 
treatment from the said commander except 
his wishes to detain the deponent on board 
until such time as he should see fit to go to 
sea, and require the deponent’s aid in nay- 
igating the Gun-boat out of the Gut : 
That on Sunday, the twenty-first day of 
the aforesaid month of August about noon, 
some persons were coming on board the 
said Gun-Boat while lying at anchor in the 
bay, and before they reached her, the said 
coramander ardeted the irons to be taken 
offthe deponent. That in the afternoon cf 
the same day the said commander, wishing 
to go on board of a briz that lay at no gre.t 
distance on the beach, the deponent reques- 
ted and obtained leave to go with him: 
That after visiting her, he was ordered by 
the commander to return on board the Gun- 
Boat, which the deponent refused to do— 
whereupon the commander presented a 
sharp pointed cane at the deponent’s breast, 
and thrust the same at him several times in 
order to compel him to go. He then or- 
dered two of his men to seize the depo- 
nent, and to tle bim and take him on board 
the gun-boat. That they did seize and 
threw him down ; whereupon apersen be- 
longing to the said brig itterfered, and took 
wp a large maul with which he threatened 
to sirike them wuless they would release 
the Geponeut: that they then let up the de- 
ponent; after which the commander abus- 
ed him with very insoicvit profane language, 
threatening that he would ext him into 
mince meat, and destroy his schooner. He 
then ordered one of his men to stand by the 
deponent with a loaded musket, and to 
shoot him through in case he offered ‘to 
stir, while he the commander, cculd go 
on board the gun-boat andget a reinforce- 
ment of men, in order to compel the depo- 
nent to go on board: That shortly thereaf- 
ter he went with his men.on board the gun- 
boat, taking the said centinel with him, and 
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while he was gone the deponent got 2 men ‘ 
sof his acquaintance from the said brig to . 


carry him in a boat on board his own vessel, | 
then lying at Fire-lsland, about twelve miles 
to the eastward, ana so cluded the said com- 
mander. | 
Whereupon I the said Notary, at the re- 
quest of the said David Petty, did pro- 
test, and by these presents do publicly 
& solemnly protest against the unjust 
and unlawful detention ofthe said David 
Petty, and oppressive and tyrannical 
conduct of the said James Renshaw, 
and all damages, losses and injuries 
which thereupon ensued. In testimo- 
ny whereof «swell the said deponent 
as the said notary have subscribed our 
respective names to these Presents and 
I have hereunto set my seal of office 
the day and year first above written.

Iflought toan- 
swer the confidence placed in me by the 
valiant people of Arragon, who drew me 
from my retirement to place their ifterests 
in my hands; I certainly should not fulfil 
my duty by abandoning them at the appear- 
ance of a friendship so deceitful. My 
sword guards the gates of its capital and 
my henour is answerable for its security. 
This labour should net be the lot of those 
troops, who are yet fatigued from their ex- 
ertions on the {Sthand 16th, they will be 
found, however, active in their ranks, } 
shall be so in my exeitions. 

The spirit of the Spanish nation roused 
by their numerous wrongs is far from being 
appeased, it continucs to vise. The spies 
paid by your excellency are faithless: A 
great part of Catalonia has placed itself un- 
der my command ; the same has been done 
by not a less part of Castile: The Captains 
General of this and of Valencia are united 
with me: Galicia, Extremadura, Asturias 
and the four kingdoms of Arragon are re- 
solved to revenge their sufferings: The 
French troops commit atrocities unworthy 
of men; they rob, insult and murder wor- 
thy people who have done them nv wrong ;
